Is a great feeling. 
It explains why 


employers are seldom able, by means 
cf shorter hours. Increased 
wages 


and Improved condition of work, to 
checkmate the process of 
unlpniza 


tlon. 
What tho laborer wants is no 


only shorter hours. Increased wages 
and Improved conditions of work, uu 
a recognition of his status as n part 
nor In Industry. 
The psychology o 


tho situation must be studied as wel 
as Its economics. 
There need to be no surprise, there 


fore, if this reason, combined 
with 
ether reasons, prevents tho stream o 
labor from flowing out 
Into

country.

Mortgages Not Taxed 
Throughout the county no mortgag- 


es have been .assessed this year, be- 
cause of tho clause In practically all 
mortgage blanks which requires the 
person, who borrows tho money, to 
pay all taxes. 
In this city tho re- 


duction amounts to about 
one-thir- 


tieth, on a rough estimate furnished 
by tho city clerk. 
The total assess- 


ment last year amounted to about 0 
millions, approximately three 
hund.

Tax Rate Higher 


If the same tax levy Is made this 
year as last tho rate of taxation must 
of necessity bo Increased, but it Is 
yet to bo determined whether It will 
be necessary to raise tho same sum

Increase In the tax rato as high as ten 
por cent., but estimates made on tlio 
basis of last year's figures do not ap 
pear to Justify such a prediction.
